To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors, 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
3Ist  December,  1964.  As  in  previous  years,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  D.  A.  Pamphilon,  has  been  entirely  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  the 
sections  dealing  v/ith  Sanitaiy  Circumstances,  Housing,  and  Supervision  of  Pood. 

Brief  reference  to  some  of  the  main  points  from  the  various  sections  may 
prove  helpful  as  an  introduction. 


I.  After  almost  9 years  service  with  the  Council,  Mr.  John  Stocker  resigned 
his  appointment  as  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  in  August,  1964* 

Owing  to  the  national  shortage  of  qualified  Inspectors,  and  to  various  other 
difficulties,  his  successor  had  not  been  appointed  by  the  close  of  the  year.  Mr. 
Alan  Benbo’vV  who  was  eventually  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  did  not  in  fact 
conrnence  duty  till  1st  February,  1965* 

For  almost  6 months  therefore,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  Mr.  D.  A. 
Pamphilon  was  without  an  Assistant.  It  v/as  no  mean  task  to  shoulder  all  the  many 
Public  Health  duties  in  a District  of  this  size,  and  the  very  able  manner  in  which 
he  coped  with  the  situation  is  highly  commendable. 


2.  The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District  v/as  220  in  excess  of  the 
1963  estimate,  and  judging  by  its  Vital  Statistics  the  community  remained  m a 
satisfactorily  healthy  state  during  the  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  both  approximate  very  closely  to  the  corresponding 
average  Rates  for  England  and  Viales.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  and  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  are  each  rather  higher  than  the  England  and  V/ales  averages,  but  this  is  not  of 
any  serious  significance  ov/ing  to  the  marked  annual  fluctuations  to  which  both 
Rates  are  liable  in  small  areas. 


3.  Apart  from  60  cases  of  Measles  among  the  child  population,  the  incidence  of 
the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  again  pleasingly  lov/. 


4.  Work  on  the  Alveley  Sewerage  Scheme  was  resumed  in  September  1964?  after  a 
lapse  of  almost  12  months  occasioned  by  an  unforeseen  set-back.  Constructional 
vfork  was  progressing  satisfactorily  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  November,  the  proposed  sewerage  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Ackleton, 
Stableford  and  Stottesdon  were  the  subject  of  an  informal  local  enquiry  by  a 
Ministry  Inspector,  and  a similrar  enquiry  into  the  proposed  scheme  for  Morville 
was  expected  to  be  held  early  in  1965* 

Efforts  to  improve  the  unsatisfactory  effluents  from  the  disposal-v/orks  at 
Highley  and  Eardington  continued.  Further  purification  of  the  Eardington  effluent 
by  land- irrigation  having  been  recommended  by  the  Consultant  Engineers, 
negotiations  to  acquire  land  for  this  purpose  were  opened. 


5.  Eighteen  Council  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year,  at  Highley.  This 
scheme  consisted  of  12  houses,  and  a group  of  6 bungalov/s  for  elderly  people. 
Another  12  dwellings  were  in  course  of  construction  at  31st  December,  comprising 
8 houses  and  4 old  folks  bungalows  at  Hilton, 

Private  development  continued  at  almost  the  same  high  rate  as  in  1963*  During 
the  year  74  housing  units  reached  completion  (79  in  I963),  and  a further  65  v\rere 
under  construction  at  31st  December  (75  at  31.12.63.). 


In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have 
assisted  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report,  in  particular  to  Mr.  D,  A.  Pamphilon 
who  did  so  much,  and  to  Mrs.  J.  Teed  who  did  all  the  typing  and  duplicating. 

Their  willing  and  helpful  co-operation  in  all  matters  throughout  the  year  is  also 
gratefully  aclcnowl edged.

1.  POPULATION 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  Registrar-General ’ s estimate  of  the  population  of  the  District  at  mid-1964 
was  13,810,  an  increase  of  220  on  the  corresponding  estimate  for  1963. 

The  natural  increase  in  population,  i.e.  the  difference  between  the  number  of 
live  births  and  the  number  of  deaths,  was  113.  This  is  the  second  highest  natural 
increase  in  the  past  15  years.

2.  BIRTHS 


(a)  LIVE  BIRTHS 

There  were  241  live  births  in  the  area  during  I964  - 3 less  than  in  1963  and 
the  second  highest  total  in  the  last  15  years.  Of  these  24I  births,  9 were 
illegitimate  (3 . Tf°)  • 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  (standardised  for  comparison  with  the  corresponding 
Rate  for  other  areas)  was  thus  18. 4 per  1,000  of  the  population,  v/hich  is  the  same  as 
the  average  Birth  Rate  for  the  country  as  a v/hole. 

A more  detailed  analysis  of  these  figures  is  given  in  the  first  of  the  Tables 
below.  The  second  Table  shows  the  number  of  Live  Births  and  the  corresponding  Birth 
Rate,  per  annum,  over  the  past  I5  years.

(b)  STILL  BIRTHS 


There  were  5 still-births  in  the  District  during  the  year,  2 less  than  in  I963. 

The  Still-Birth  Rate  per  1,000  total  births  (i.e.  live-births  and  still-births 
combined)  was  20,3.  This  is  slightly  higher  than  the  national  average  for  I964, 
V7hich  was  I6.3  still  births  per  1,000  total  births.

3.  DEATHS 


128  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  District  died  during  I964  - 13  more  than  in  19^3 . 
The  various  causes  of  death  are  detailed  in  the  Annual  Ileturn  of  the  Registrar- 
General  which  follows.  Conditions  affecting  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System 
accounted  for  J2  deaths  (56.25/^  of  the  total)  and  Malignant  Disease  was  responsible 
for  18,  (14.1“;^). 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  11.8,  which  is  only 
veiy  slightly  above  the  average  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.3.

4.  INFMT  MORTALITY 


Of  the  241  babies  bom  alive  during  1964?  7 failed  to  survive  the  first  twelve 
months  of  life,  (4  more  than  in  I963).  Of  these  7 infant  deaths,  3 occurred  during 
the  first  week  of  life,  and  5 during  the  first  month. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  area  for  I964  was  therefore  29.0  deaths  per 
1,000  live  births,  which  is  considerably  higher  than  the  national  average  for  the 
year  (20. 0)  and  represents  a marked  increase  compared  Virith  our  own  Infant  Mortality 
Hate  for  the  previous  year.  This  is  not  of  any  serious  significance  however,  since 
wide  annual  fluctuations  in  this  Rate  are  bound  to  occur  in  areas  of  small  population. 
These  are  clearly  shov/n  in  Column  4 of  the  Table  overleaf.

SECTION  'B' 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


1.  HOSPITAL  MB  SPECIALIST  SERVICES 


All  hospitals  in  the  area  are  administered  by  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  through  its  Hospital  Llanagement  Committees. 

The  general  hospitals  most  easily  accessible  to  inhabitants  of  the  Rural 
District  are  those  at  Bridgnorth,  Kidderminster,  Shrewsbury  and  V/olverhampton.  All 
provide  out-patient  and  in-patient  facilities. 

Infectious  Disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospitals  at 
vVolverhampton  or  Shrewsbury,  and  patients  with  Tuberculosis  receive  initial 
treatment  at  Copthome  Hospital  or  Cross  Houses  Hospital. 

The  chronic  sick  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  generally  admitted  to  one 
of  the  following  Institutions;  New  Cross  Hospital,  Wolverhampton;  East  Hamlet 
Hospital;  Ludlow;  or  Shifnal  Hospital. 

2.  GENERAL  I.IEDICAL,  DENTAL.  PHARMCEUTICAL  AKD  SUPPLM;IENTARY  OPHTHALMIC  SERYICES 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Salop  Executive  Council,  Abbey  Foregate, 
Shrev/sbury. 


3.  LOCAL  HEiiLTH  ANTHQRITT  SERVICES 


Salop  County  Council,  as  Local  Health  Authority,  is  responsible  for  the 
provision  and  administration  of  the  following  services ;- 

Health  Centres  (None  in  this  area) 

Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 
Domiciliaiy  Midwifery 
Health  Visiting 
Homo  Nursing 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 
Ambulance  Services 

Prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after-care 
Domestic  Help  Service 


a)  Child  '/Welfare 


The  one  Child  //elfare  Clinic  in  the  Rural  District  is  held  at  Highley  Youth 
Club  on  the  1st  and  Bi’d  Tuesday  afternoons  in  each  month  from  1.30  - 4*30  p.m.  It 
is  a most  popular  clinic,  and  attendances  of  infants  and  toddlers  throughout  the 
year  have  been  excellent. 

Other  Child  vVelfare  Clinics,  accessible  to  those  in  various  parts  of  the 
District,  are  held  (either  at  weekly  or  fortnightly  intervals)  at  Bridgnorth, 
Cleobur/  Mortimer,  and  Much  '//enlock. 

b)  Welfare  Foods 


The  National  Welfare  Foods  (National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod-Liver  Oil, 
and  Vitamin  'A'  and  'D'  tablets)  are  available  at  the  vVelfare  Centres  during  Clinic 
hours,  and  at  various  conveniently  situated  distribution  points  throughout  the 
district.

c)  Health  Visit Home  ITursin.^,  Domiciliaiy  Midwifery 


One  full-time  Health  Visitor  serves  a large  part  of  the  District  adjacent  to 
Bridgnorth,  and  Health  Visiting  in  other  parts  of  the  area  is  undertaken  by  the 
Local  District-Nurse-Midwives  in  addition  to  their  other  duties. 

Two  District-Hurse-Midwives  are  stationed  in  the  Rural  District  - one  at  Highley, 
and  one  at  Hilton.  The  rest  of  the  District  is  served  by  Nurses  based  outside  its 
area, 

d)  Vaccination  and  Imraimisation 

Under  the  County  Council's  Scheme,  Vaccination  against  Smallpox,  and 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping-Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  may  be 
carried  out  by  arrangement  with  a general  practitioner,  or  at  any  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  by  appointment. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  each  year  to  all  children  aged 
11  - 13  years  v/ho  are  foimd  by  preliminary  testing  to  require  this  protection.  Only 
very  fev/  parents  refuse  their  consent  for  this  procedure,  which  is  carried  out  at 
the  schools. 

e)  iimbulance  Service 

The  Central  Ambulance  Department  for  the  County  is  in  Shrewsbury  (Telephone 
Ho.  Shrewsbury  6331)  to  which  all  requests  for  an  ambulance  should  be  made.  Two 
ambulances  and  a car  for  sitting-cases  are  stationed  in  Bridgnorth,  for  use  on 
local  journeys, 

f)  Domestic  Help  Service 


The  service  of  a domestic  help  is  available,  in  the  words  of  the  Act,  for  "any 
person  who  is  ill,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged  or  a child  not 
over  compulsory  school  age".  Enquiries  regarding  this  service  are  dealt  with  at 
the  Domestic  Help  Office,  Bridgnorth  Welfare  Centre,  (Telephone  No.  Bridgnorth 
3078)  on  Mondays,  'Wednesdays  and  Fridays  between  2.15  and  4*30  p.m.

SECTION  'C 


SANITAHY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  iiREA 


The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows j- 


/ifATER  SUPPLIES 


Since  the  1st  April,  1963  the  responsibility  for  providing  mains  vmter  supplies 
to  the  Rural  District  (other  than  to  the  parishes  of  Claverley,  V/orfield  and  Rudge) 
has  been  vested  in  the  East  Shropshire  Y/ater  Board, 


JOINT  HIGH  LEVEL  WATER  SUPPLY  SCHK® 


The  above  scheme  is  one  which  vias  entered  into  jointly  by  the  Ludlov/  and 
Bridgnorth  Rural  District  Councils,  and  is  now  being  administered  by  the  East 
Shropshire  7Yater  Board. 

Water  will  be  supplied  from  the  Elan  Aqueduct  in  the  Ludlow  Rural  District  area 
where  it  will  be  pumped  to  a reservoir  at  Coreley.  It  will  then  be  chlorinated  and 
distributed  by  gravity  to  some  17  parishes  in  the  district. 

During  the  latter  months  of  the  year  a serious  water-shortage  developed  in  the 
upland  parishes  to  the  VYest  of  the  district,  llany  private  supplies  were  reported 
as  being  dry  after  the  prolonged  drought  of  the  previous  months.  It  is  therefore 
hoped  that  good  progress  will  be  made  with  the  distribution  system  which  will  cater 
for  this  part  of  the  district. 


LOW  LEVEL  WATER  SUPPLY  SCHEME 


Water  is  supplied  to  the  above  scheme  from  the  Elan  Aqueduct  which  passes 
through  the  Southern  parishes  of  the  district. 

The  water  is  taken  from  the  a,queduct  at  five  points,  v/here  it  is  chlorinated 
and  then  distributed  by  gravity  to  some  twenty  parishes  in  the  Rural  Distrijt, 

It  is  expected  that  a small  branch  main  to  serve  the  Broad  Lanes,  Six  Ashes 
area  will  be  provided  in  1965. 


CLA^/ERLEY,  WOREISLD  AI'TD  RUDGE 

These  parishes  are  within  the  Statutoiy  area  of  the  Wolverhampton  vTater  Under- 
taking and  the  main  centres  of  population  are  well  seirved.  The  water  comes  from 
boreholes  at  Hilton  where  it  is  chlorinated  and  distributed  throughout  the  parishes. 

Reports  from  the  Wolverhampton  Water  Engineer  show  that  water  supplied  to  the 
district  is  adequately  chlorinated,  and  bacteriological  sampling  has  proved  the  supply 
to  be  satisfactory.

(a) . Mains  Supplies 

Mains  water  is  now  supplied  to  the  district  from  sources  conti'clled  by  the 
Birmingham  and  Wolverhampton  v/ater  Undertaking  and  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board, 

Regular  sampling  of  the  public  mains  supplies  is  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  to  ensure  that  the  chlorination  has  been  effective  and  that  no  pollution 
has  occurred  in  the  course  of  distribution. 

Samples  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Shrewsbury,  for 
bacteriological  analysis.

It  will  be  noted  that  unsatisfactoiy  rejjorts  on  samples  were  received  in 
respect  of  the  Chetton  Borehole,  Since  theee  results  were  obtained,  the  supply  has 
been  chlorinated  and  satisfactory  samples  taken. 
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(b) . Private  Supplies 


Routine  sampling  of  private  supplies  is  not  undertaken,  but  samples  are  taken  on 
request,  or  when  a supply  must  be  proved  satisfactory  before  an  Improvement  Grant  is 
given  by  the  Council, 

During  the  year  12  samples  v/ere  taken,  8 of  which  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

In  such  cases  advice  is  given  on  appropriate  measures  to  be  taken,  either  to  protect 
the  source  of  supply,  or  to  sterilise  the  water. 


SMERAGE  AND  SFvVAGE  DISPOSAL 


There  are  four  public  sewerage  schemes  v/ithin  the  Council's  area,  in  the 
villages  of  Claverley,  Eardington,  Highley  and  Viforfield. 

The  sewage  disposal  plants  at  Claverley  and  V/orfield  continue  to  produce 
satisfactory  effluents,  but  the  condition  of  the  effluent  from  the  Highley  plant  is 
still  variable  and  is  not  always  completely  satisfactory.  This  natter  is  \mder  review 
by  the  Consulting  Engineers. 

Further  difficulty  was  experienced  at  Eardington  regarding  the  disposal  of  the 
effluent,  but  negotiations  are  in  progress  with  a view  to  obtaining  further  land  for 
land-irrigation  pending  a revision  of  the  scheme. 

In  addition  to  the  above  schemes,  a sewerage  system  to  serve  the  village  of 
Alveley  was  under  construction  at  the  end  of  1964)  work  having  commenced  in  September. 
Good  progress  had  been  made  by  the  close  of  the  year. 

As  previously  reported,  the  Council  have  formulated  a tentative  programme  for 
providing  sewerage  schemes  in  all  the  main  centres  of  population.  Local  investigations 
into  the  proposed  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Ackleton,  Stableford  and  Stottesdon  were 
held  by  the  Ministry's  Inspector  in  November.  A detailed  scheme  for  the  village  of 
Morville  has  been  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  and  it  is  hoped  that 
a similar  Ministry  investigation  v;ill  be  held  early  in  I965. 


REFUSE  MD  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  continued  to  collect  refuse  from  all  parishes  by  direct  la'''our 
throughout  the  year.  A weekly  collection  is  made  in  the  more  densely  populated  areas, 
and  a fortnightly  collection  in  the  outlying  areas.  It  is,  of  course,  impracticable 
to  collect  from  certain  isolated  and/or  inaccessible  properties. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  my  semi-controlled  tipping,  the  tips  being  situated  at 
Highley,  Alveley  and  Ditton  Priors.  A former  mine  shaft  at  Kinlet  is  also  used  for 
tipping. 

During  the  year  the  three  10  cubic  yard  side-loading  vehicles  v/ere  replaced  by 
two  compression- type  vehicles.  This  allowed  an  improved  service  to  be  implemented, 
in  that  more  villages  were  then  able  to  receive  a weekly  collection. 

The  need  for  a central  tip  is  still  appreciated  by  the  Council,  and  negotiations 
are  still  continuing  with  a vie?/  to  obtaining  such  a site.  The  advantage  of  a central 
tip  is  that  controlled  tipping  can  be  achieved  in  its  true  sense,  by  virtue  of  the  use 
of  mechanical  equipment  etc. 


FACTORIES  ACT  196I 

The  Council  is  responsible,  by  the  provision  of  Part  I of  the  Factories  Act  196I 
for  ensuring  the  adequacy  and  suitability  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  all  the  factories 
in  the  district,  and  in  the  case  of  factories  in  which  mechanical  power  is  not  used, 
is  also  responsible  for  inspecting  the  premises  to  ensure  that  working  conditions  are 
satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  19^4  there  v/ere  29  factories  on  the  register,  all  using  mechanical 
pov/er . 

A total  of  16  inspections  of  factories  was  made  during  the  year,  when  no  defects 
were  found,  (see  appendix  at  the  end  of  the  Report). 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AED  HJiMAY  PIM'IISSS  ACT,  1963 


The  above  Act  is  described  as  an  Act  to  make  fresh  provision  for  securing  the 
health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  office  or  shop  premises 
and  certain  railway  premises. 

On  the  1st  May,  I964  anyone  who  employed  persons  to  v^ork  in  office,  shop  or 
railway  premises  was  required  to  register  those  premises  with  the  Council.  As  a 
result  of  this  px’ovision  ^ premises  v/ere  registered  with  the  Council. 

These  premises  will  be  initially  inspected,  to  advise  the  occupiers  on  the 
relevant  provisions  of  the  Act  and  its  Regulations,  and  thereafter  visited  as  a 
matter  of  routine. 


AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  MB  'jVSLFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

Sections  3 and  5 of  the  above  Act  place  a duty  on  Local  Authorities  in 
connection  with  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  on  farms  where  agricultural 
workers  are  employed. 

Specific  visits  are  not  made  to  agricultural  holdings  for  this  puiqjose,  but 
when  such  premises  are  visited,  the  subject  is  borne  in  mind.  On  no  occasion  has  it 
been  found  necessary  to  serve  notices,  the  desired  result  always  being  obtained  by 
an  informal  talk  with  the  farmer  concerned. 


/Jfim  BOARD  IRQ  ESTf^LISfflvIEMTS  ACT,  I963 

The  above  Act  provides  for  a system  of  licensing  and  inspection  by  local  authoritie 
any  establishment  at  which  a business  of  providing  accommodation  for  cats  and  dogs 
is  carried  on.  The  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  I964  and  3 
establishments  are  licensed  by  the  Council. 


PEST  CONTROL 


The  Prevention  of  Paiaage  by  Pests  Act,  19499  requires  a Local  Authority  to 
inspect  all  premises  in  their  district,  and  to  ensure  than  any  infestations  of  rats 
and  mice  arc-  dealt  with  by  the  Authority,  (or  by  the  occupier  in  the  case  of  trade 
and  agricultural  premises). 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inspections  of  the  district,  the  Rodent  Operative 
answered  133  requests  from  householders  and  tradespeople  during  the  course  of  the 
year.  In  addition,  all  sewers  maintained  by  the  Council  are  regularly  inspected  and 
test-baited,  disinfestation  treatments  being  carried  out  where  necessary. 

The  service  is  extensively  used  in  controlling  rat  infestations  on  Council  tips, 
and  fly  infestations  on  tips  and  around  se?/age  works.

CAR-Wim  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 


The  Council  have  continued  with  their  policy  of  endeavouring  to  direct  caravans 
to  multiple  licensed  sites  where  they  can  be  more  easily  controlled  and  be  provided 
v;ith  the  essential  amenities. 

There  are  now  11  licensed  sites  on  which  are  stationed  713  caravans  (673  in  1963)> 
these  all  being  used  for  weekend  and  holidays  only.  In  addition,  there  are  29 
individually  licensed  caravans. 

It  has  been  noticed  that  the  size  of  caravans  is  increasing  year  by  year  un.til 
now  some  caravans  in  the  district  are  more  like  bungalovrs  on  wheels.  No  doubt  in  the 
next  few  years  it  may  be  preferable  from  a landscaping  point  of  view  to  accept 
approved  typos  of  chalets  rather  than  this  type  of  caravan.

POOLS 


There  is  one  privately  owned  open-air  swimming  pool  in  the  area  which  is  open 
to  the  public.  It  is  also  used  by  organised  parties  of  school  children. 

The  water  from  the  bath  is  supplied  from  a borehole  and  is  treated  by  chlorination 
filtration  and  aeration. 

Luring  the  year  l6  s.amples  of  water  taken  from  the  pool  proved  on  bacteriological 
analysis  to  be  satisfactoiy . 

Considerable  work  was  carried  out  during  the  closed  season  on  the  water-treatment 
plant,  and  the  results  of  these  samples  show  that  the  plant  is  now  functioning 
satisfactorily  and  is  being  well  maintained. 

The  provision  of  additional  sanitary  accominodation  was  commenced  during  the  year, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  v/ill  be  available  for  the  I965  season.

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HOUSING  iaLLOCATIQNS 


At  the  end  of  I964  there  were  210  applications  on  the  Council's  housing  list 
but  this  figure  includes  48  applications  fron  persons  resident  outside  the  Coimcil's 
area. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  total  number  of  applicants,  there  are  36 
applications  fron  persons  who  v/ish  to  live  in  old  person's  bungalov/s.  The  Council 
are  aware  of  this  need  and  are  providing  suitable  accommodation  in  all  future 
housing  schemes. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Department  made  132  visits  to  the  homes  of  housing 
applicants  to  ascertain  their  need  and  suitability  as  Council  house  tenants, 

64  houses  were  allocated  during  the  year,  5 of  which  were  exchange  tenancies. 


IfIPROVEI'/IENT  OF  HOUSES 


The  Council  have  continued  to  publicise  the  fact  that  grants  for  the  improvement 
of  houses  under  the  Housing  lets  are  available,  it  being  realised  that  there  are  a 
considerable  number  of  older  houses  which,  if  not  improved,  will  eventually  degenerat 
into  the  unfit  class.  It  is  therefore  somewhat  disappointing  that  the  response  from 
o"mers  is  not  greater  than  is  shown  by  the  figures  in  the  table  belo’ws-

During  the  year  9 houses  were  dealt  v/ith  under  Section  I6  and  17  of  the  Housing 
xict,  1957  as  being  unfit  for  huiman  habitation.  In  addition,  a further  3 houses  were 
demolished  as  a result  of  orders  previously  made. 

The  progress  made  in  this  field  is  not  very  encouraging  when  it  is  realised  that 
there  are  some  219  houses  known  to  be  definitely  in  a sl\A:n  clearance  category,  and  a 
further  144  houses,  which  require  a more  detailed  inspection  to  confirm  that  they  are 
also  in  this  category.

CYSTICERCOSIS 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  at  the 
slaughterhouses  during  the  year  v/as  1 ton.  5 wts.  3 qtrs.  20  lbs. 


It  has  been  previously  mentioned  in  Annual  Reports  that  a considerable  number  of 
casuTdty  animals  are  dealt  with  at  the  Eardington  slaughterhouse.  Such  carcases  must 
be  treated  with  suspicion,  but  much  valuable  meat  can  often  be  judged  as  fit  for  human 
consumption. 

The  relative  high  percentage  of  calves  condemned  ( 13.15^)  is  accoimted  for  by  the 
niimber  of  calves  which  were  condemned  as  casualties.  Four  full  carcases  were  condeianed 
for  Imiiiaturity , Umbilical  Pyaemia,  Uhite  Scour  and  Icteius. 

Only  one  case  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  was  found  during  the  year,  the  case  occuring 
in  a bullock  where  the  cyst  was  degenerated.  No  action  was  deemed  necessary  regarding 
the  carcase  in  this  instance. 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  pigs  continues  to  decline  (0,14/o),  whilst  no 
case  has  been  seen  in  cattle  since  I960. 
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LIETHOD  OF  DISPOSAL  OF  GONIDMEI)  AEaT 


All  meat  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  at  the  slaughterhouse  is  removed 
by  an  approved  knacker,  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilising) 
Regulations,  I960. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


148  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  shops,  restaurants,  licensed  premises 
etc,  when  it  was  generally  found  that  premises  are  complying  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  I96O.  However,  it  is  alv/ays  apparent  that  improved  standards 
of  food  handling  and  storage  can  only  be  obtained  by  regular  visits.  It  is  hoped 
that  such  visits  can  be  increased  during  the  coming  year. 


FOOD  POISONING 

Several  suspected  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  to  the  Department  during 
the  j^'ear.  All  v/ere  investigated  immediately  but  only  in  one  family  outbreak  did 
specimens  submitted  to  the  laboratoiy  pi’ove  to  contain  food-poisoning  organisms.  The 
source  of  the  outbreak  was  not  traced  ovfing  to  the  notification  being  received  some 
few  days  after  the  onset  of  the  illness.  Nevertheless,  the  family  were  advised  to 
exercise  strict  control  regarding  personal  hygiene  as  they  were  engaged  in  wholesaling 
vegetables. 


ICE  GIWl 


3y  the  end  of  the  year  there  v/ere  39  premises  in  the  district  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice-creaia.  There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  district,  the 
product  sold  in  each  case  being  pre-wrapped, 

31  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Shrewsbury  during  the  year,  the  results  of  which  are  detailed  below ;-

One  sample  of  Untreated  Fam-Bottled  milk  was  found  to  be  slightly  deficient  in 
fat  and  the  producer  was  informed,  A further  sample  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  sample  of  _^Untreated  milk  was  found  to  be  below  standard  and  "Appeal-to-Cow" 
samples  v/ere  obtained.  However,  as  the  latter  saiaples  also  proved  to  be  low  in  fat, 
no  further  action  was  taken  apart  from  advice  being  given  to  the  producer. 

The  remaining  79  samples  shown  above  wore  all  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  above  81  milks,  a bulk  sample  from  13  farms  was  submitted  for 
the  determination  of  radioactive  iodine  (iodine  13l)»  The  result  shows  that  less  than 
5 pico  curies  per  litre  was  present.  The  Agricultural  Research  Council  report  that  if 
an  average  of  130  pico  curies  is  not  exceeded  over  a period  of  twelve  months  this  figure 
can  be  regarded  as  being  within  the  safety  limits.
